diffienlt for him t- avoid a sled 
that darts suddanly out of a 
side street oy out of a drive- 
way. Banked snow on the side 
of the street obzeures the on- 
rushing #lider until the Inst 
moment,” 

The pollee added that, as a 
matter of fact, frequently the 
sliding vietim crashes Into the 
side of a car or slides under it, 
Of course, a driver fs practice 
nlly helplees in such a asitua- 
tion, Drivers can help a great 
deal by anticipating trouble 
and by being especially alert 
for this type of hazard, 

“However,” they concluded,
